Prior to receiving a certificate of occupancy, the developer shall 
improve NW 12 th Drive from NW 4 th Avenue to NW 5 th Avenue 
as follows: 

1 ) Provide a min i mum of two 12 - foot travel lan e 3. The developer shall 
evaluate whether the typical section including pavement widths, 
thickness, and the non-curbed condition can support the projected traffic 
loading for two-way travel. If found to be insufficient. . . 

2) Install a 6 foot wide sidewalk along one side of the street. 

3) Re-grade the northern terminus (approximately 25 feet) of the roadway 
to eliminate the valley gutter and dip. Install Type F curb and gutter 
radius returns at the intersection with NW 5 th Avenue.
